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AROUND THE turn of the century, Porterville boasted an an- 
nual Citrus Fair, with the above photos, from the collection 
of Jav G. Brown, taken of the Porterville exhibit, top, and 
the Plano exhibit, at the second annual fair - probably about 
1902, according to Brown. The Fair was held in the Skating 
Pavilion that was located where the Porterville City hall now 
stands; among persons working on the Plano booth were Peter 
Ting and Clint Brown. The series of five-day fairs continued 
until about 1906, with Violet Bigham and Obed Carr, who 
still reside in Porterville, recalling that they appeared on 
the fair program in that year, which they believe was the 
last year. Brown states that the swastika design used in the 
Plano exhibit did not indicate a Nazi plot, but that in the old 
days this design was a symbol of good luck. A Central Cali- 
fornia Citrus Fair was held in the Porter Putnam building in 
1892, however, we do not know whether this fair continued 
through the years, or whether the fair in the skating pavilion 
wads a new venture.

Dairy cows, milk, dairy products, and dairymen take the 
spotlight today as the nation starts observance of “June Is Dairy 
Month.” 

And during the month of June the American dairy industry 
and the U.S. department of agriculture are asking everyone in 
America to rediscover the goodness and the economy of dairy 
products in their constantly increasing forms. 


Actually, dairy foods purchases comprise about 28 per cent 
of the total food dollars spent in America, yet only 19 cents out 
of each food dollar goes for dairy products, which makes “na- 
ture’s most perfect food’ also an economical buy on today’s mar- 
ket. 

Star of this dairy show, old bossy herself, is getting better 
and better, along with the products that come from her produc- 
tion. It is estimated that this year national milk production 
may hit the record output of 1956 — 124.9 billion pounds, and 
dairy cows of the nation will be continuing their production 
pattern that since 1941 has seen the number of dairy animals 
decrease by 30 per cent, while average milk production per cow 
has increased hy 48 per cent. 

In Tulare county, market and manufacturing milk brought 
an income of $21,665,414.00 in 1960, while dairy cows of the 
county rate in the nation’s top bracket in production figures. 

Of course one object of the June Is Dairy Month observance 
is to increase consumption of dairy products during the peak

The Short and 
Long of Fingernails 


Siete 


Q. I have often wondered 
whether the fingernails grow 
in spurts or at a steady rate. 
Any comments? 

A. The rate of nail growth varies 
considerably in different persons 
but for any particular nail, growth 
is more or less constant through- 
out life. The fingernails of a 
healthy adult grow, on the aver- 
age, about % inch per month. 
Various things seem to affect 
nail growth. Pregnancy is said 
to increase the rate of nail growth 
as much as 25 to 30 per cent. 
Growth ‘is slowed in certain 
chronic diseases and in malnu- 
trition. It is not known whether 
a completely uncut nail would 
continue to grow or eventually 
stop growing. Hair, which is: 
structurally similar to nail tissue, 
stops growing when it reaches a 
certain length characteristic for 
the individual.

Saturday the 25th of Sept. 1858. — Last night was my first 
nights rest on the gruond for over a month. However lam feel- 
ing quite well this morning with the exception of being a little 
sore on the hips. My appetite is good & | am having Potatoes, 
onions & first rate Bread ‘&c. A pack of Emigrants left here last 
evening, yet there is plenty left of the Kind. Indians are. quite 
numerous at this point. They have melons in large quantities. 
They are friendly & | have over a dozen sitting around me, trying 
to converse with me. They Know | am sick & will bring water 
and any thing to me. The weather still remains Hot. To morrow 
evening we shall start a cross the Desert. May all go well is my 
wish. 


Sunday the 26th Sept. 1858. — | was troubled a great deal 
last night with my bowels. They pain me very much, and | am 
feeling quite unwell this morning. | have a Diarreah, feel weak 
and very uncomfortable. There was also a heavy blow last eve- 
ning which made the sand fly in a manner far from being pleas- 
ant to the sleeper. The O. M. Stage went past here during the 
night from the west. They go flying. A good drink of milk | 
have had today. Adam & Merrion Willson are going along with 
us. They drive stock for the man that we are hauling water for 
or at least Mr. Murphy team does the hauling for Mr. Keneor. 
We leave Pilot Nob at 5 Oclock p.m. 


Monday the 27th of Sept. 1858. — We did not leave this 
ill begotten hole last evening as we anticipated. Mr. Keneor was 
not ready quite to cross the greater Jornado, To day we got 
off at one Oclock P.M. The day is very warm as usual & the 
stock suffered much from heat well as ourselves. | have bought 
me a Mexican cheese, gave $2.00 for it & it will weigh about 
four pounds. | feel very weak & disagreeable. | crossed the 
Colorado of the west this morning for the last time | hope for 
a year or so at least. So let it be. 


Tuesday, 28 of Sept. 1858. — We were fortunate enough 
to get started yesterday at the appointed hour, one Oclock P.M. 
We traveled untill asthe 10 Oclock at Knight before we reached 
Cooks Wells a distance of only 14 miles from Pilot nob. We 
made a short stay at the wells '& rolled on until morning. Then 
got our breakfast & put on again, road soon as possible & 
reached the Allimo Mucho Well at 3 Oclock P.M. There is not 
sufficient water here to water all the stock & we leave here this 
evening again. From Cooks Well to Allimo Mucho is 24 miles. 


Wednesday 29th of Sept. 1858. — We started last evening 
at Sundown, traveled all night & reached the Indian Wells at 
eight Oclock this morning. The distance, between the Allimo & 
the Indian Wells is 26 miles. The road as far as | have traveled 
is very sandy & heavy pulling. The place is one step above the 
penitentiary. The country is a vast Desert for hundreds of miles 
arround. The day is that sort of a day that will be remembered 
as a damned Hot day. It farely makes the grease fry out of 
some of thase fat women. It would be death to me to lie beside 
one of them these times "by Gorry." | can hardly endure the 
Hot winds that frequently cross sand hills. “Let her rip she’s all 
Oak." 


Thursday the 30th of Sept. 1858. — Yesterday | felt very 
bad the most of the day, it being an awful place to stay at these 
wells. . However we left them at evening & traveled all night & 
untill 10 Oclock to day before we reached Curreaser Creek a dis- 
tance of 34 miles from Indian Wells. Keaner Cattle suffered 
much for the want of water. They have come 100 hundred miles 
without water it being from the Colorado River. Keaner lost 
a bout 16 head of stock on the Desert, very lucky that for him. 
At this place there is a doby House. Good water & a cool place 
for me to lie down in. Although | am very tired of the journey 
& have got the Ague again Bad Luck... 


Friday the Ist of Oct. 1858. — An other month has made 
its appearance & found me at Curreaser Creek in a little Doby 
house built for a station for the Great Overland mail company. 
This day is very warm. We intend to stay here untill nearly sun- 
down before we make a start for a place called Viaseta, a dis- 
tance of 18 miles. We shall probably get through before sun up. 
| am feeling quite miserable just now. My Bowels are paining 
me Awfully. |! am not able to do anything yet. | have Bought 
me some Molasses. Gave 12!/5 shillings for it there being some 
over a pint. Deliver me from here "By God." 


Saturday Oct. 2d 1858. — We reached this place Viaseta 
early this morning, it looks a little more like living than any place 
| have seen for along time. There is plenty of Water & Grass 
here, it being the only Grass that stock can get after leaving 
the Colorado River a distance of 118 miles . . . a perfect Desert. 
From Curreaser Creek to this place is 18 miles road sandy. 
Rhappile, the Agt. for the al Company from San Antonio 
Texas to San Diego Cal. | have seen to day. A fine fellow. Two 
Melons | pinched of the Square to day. (how good) It is now 
raining & feels quite reviving to me. | am feeling first rate, con- 
sidering. 

Sunday the 3d of Oct. 1858. — If | was at home this day 
would be one of rest, but as | am now situated the toil and labor 
will be as great as those days of the week. Visaeta is the place 
| take my Breakfast at, soon as over we leave for an other Camp, 
9 miles distant where we shall spend the night. Yesterday was a 
nice cool day and we are having an other to day. | have felt better 
these to days than.| have in a long while. May | still keep gain- 
ing is my prayer. We are still in an awful Country for white men 
to think of living in. Mountains are large. Feed is scarce. In- 
dians plenty & not very agreeable, | assure you.

with vigor, but neither side 
seems able to get its bills 
through the house controlled by 
the other. 

More than 100 Dills relating 
to water projects have been in- 
troduced in both houses. Their 
content covers the whole gamut 
of possible changes, though 
Many are technical in nature and 
therefore non-controversial. 

As might be expected, the 
group of bills which have passed 
the northern dominated Senate 
are intended in general to retain 
for the Legislature control over 
the terms of contracts for deliv- 
ery of water which the state may 
make. One would provide that 
no such contract could be made 
unless approved by the Legisla- 
ture. Another would require 
legislative approval of annual 
water project construction bud- 
gets. A third would restrict 
acreage limitations on delivery 
of water, like those in the fed- 
eral reclamation law. 

Several such bills failed their 
first tests in the Assembly, the 
majority of whose members are 
from southern counties. They 
were held in committee after 
hearing. 

Other Senate measures would 
provide a limitation on the num- 
ber of acre feet of water which 
could be delivered under a single 
contract, and would earmark 
revenues from sale of surplus 
power for reduction of water 
rates for agricultural use. One 
would authorize allocation of 
the available supply among all 
contracting agencies in years of 
water shortage. and another 
would strengthen the rights of 
counties of water origin. 

Two important Assembly meas- 
ures which passed that house 
seem also destined for fatality in 
the Senate. The first would re- 
strict loans intended to build 
water distribution. systems to 
$39 million of the $130 million 
earmarked for local loans in the 


bond act. The second is a con- 
stitutional amendment which, 
while not directly connected 


with the water project act, would 
greatly affect counties of origin. 

The proposed amendment 
would limit county assessments 
on water rights to the value of 
such rights before any owners 
outside the county acquires 
them. Examples of what would 
be involved if voters were to ap- 
prove this amendment can be 
found in Inyo and Mono coun- 
ties, where Los Angeles has size- 
able water interests; in Tuo- 
lumne, where San Francisco has 
its Hetch-Hetchy Dam; and in 
Amador and Calaveras counties, 
where East Bay Municipal Util- 
ity District has its source of wa- 
ter supply. 

Many other proposals in the 
Assembly relate to the statewide 
water plan. One would create a 
seven-member Delta study com- 
mission, to make a complete in-
